Cibert, Ilyattsville Resident Agency, today In 
order to determine the facts concerning certain statements 
set forth in this article. 


The article mentions a "finding" and uas the 
product "of an iinpulsivc report by FBI Agents a few hours 
after the President v,as killed." .Mthough it was apparontxy, 
based on little more than hearsay it found its way into the / t 
Deceiiibcr 0 document. The article later again alleges t.ie 
details of the autopsy were obtained on nothing more tlian 
heai-say and that the two Agents present at the autopsy left 
the roora before the autopsy was covapleted. 


EA Sibert and SA Francis X. O'Neill, were tnc 

two Agents who were present during the autopsy. 3.'. oil^rt 
stated today that all of the information set forth in their 
FD-302 dated 11/2G/6J concerning the autopsy was obtained 
from Commander James J. IIua.es, Chief Pathologist, Dxthcsda 
Naval Hospital. None of the information obtained was hearsay. 


SA Sibert also advises that either he or SA O'Neill 
were present at all times while the autopsy was being conductcc.. 
They were not, of course, present during subsequent consultations 
between tlic doctors, wlien the official autopsy I'oport was / i / y 
sub,-„utod. (p 
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
